It is a doubly pathetic sight on a 
raw and chilly March day t. 
funeral procession with its 'long train 
images. Possibly it may be con- 
veying other people to their deaths. 
The mourning gravity, with which 
pedestrians or other spectators look 
upon the sorroxvful cortege, has quite 
another side to it, as this slow moving 
train goes by, in these bleak da\ s. 
After sitting for an hour or half an 
hour in heavy Wraps or oxcrcoats in 
overcrowded and heated rooms, xvhile 
the service is going on, there is risk 
in going oin upon long sloxv rides, 
sitting entirely still for another hour 
or more. Yet old persons and delicate 
young ones are expected logo through 
this as a matter of tribute to the 
dead. Quite often, death accepts 
such tributes. When the burial pi 
is reached, the men stand still with un- 
covered heads, and all the mourning 
people stand, and shiver C* the damp 
earth, and perhaps in a searching 
Wind. (old feet, icy hills setting up- 
on the lungs, congested circulations 
arc thus among the frc.piont accom- 
paniments of tlic solemn words of the 
Funeral service. 

Is it not an inconsiderate custom 
that associates respect for the dead 
with such perilous exposures to the 
living? Can certain burial sen 
of antiquity, which we regard as ab- 
surd and cruel, be as abhorrent roallx 
as modern civilization holds them, 
when the civilized customs of this age 
permit, and even require attendance 
that max be equally fatal -equally a 
sacrifice of lifi
